heretofore rendered at the four-cent rate. The reduction was in strict accord with the rules of the State Rail- 
road Commission as set forth in its General Order 45, which provides that such a utility company may render 
service at a reduced rate, or free, to any division of the government; and also with the established policy of 
the Commission that rates should be as low as is consistent with the rendering of acceptable service at a fair

I do not believe that the cost
